GREAT EXCITEMENT IN 


DIPLOMATIC CIRCLES 


No Doubt But Tiiat Russia Will Take 


Earliest Opportunity to Give 


Satisfaction and Ex- 


planation. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The Russian Bal- 


tic fleet which loft Danish waters Friday 
tleliocrately opened fire on a iloot of fifty 
English fishing boats early 
Saturday 


morning. At least one'boat wns sunk 
and several damaged. Two men were 
killed outright, a captain and mate being 
decapitated and others 
wounded. At- 


tempts were made to couvey to the Rus- 


- sian fleet the harmless nature of the 


ilshing fleet's operations, but without 
avail. The British fishermen then drew 
in their nets and set sail for Hull, Eng- 
land, arriving there Sunday afternoon. 


LANSDOWNE IN LONDON. 


Foreign Secretary Lansdowne arrived 


in London from the country today, and 
after gathering the latest details known 


; nt the foreign office regarding the firing 
' on the British fishing boats by the Rus- 


• sian squadron, proceeded to Buckingham 


pnlnocs where lie had a lengthy interview 
with King Edward. The latter later tel- 
egraphed a message of sympathy to the 
mayor of Hull. 


PROTEST SENT RUSSIA. 


On returning to the foreign office, Lord 


Lansdownc further 
conferred with Sir 


Henry King and subsequently addressed 
a strong protest to Ambassador Har- 
dinge for presentation to the Russian 
government. Special stress is laid on 
the callousness displayed by the Rus- 
sians in not going to the assistance of 
the fishermen. Lord Lansdowne asks 
that immediate redress shall be made. 


SATISFACTION TO BE GIVEN. 


It is believed in government circles 


that the Russian government will take 
the earliest opportunity to give satisfac- 
tion, and it appears to be expected that 
Russia will explain tho affair, adding 
that the Russian officials had reason to 
believe that there were mine* or ships 
with mines in the neighborhood where 
the fishing fleet was attacked. 


An interview between Lord Lansdownc 


nnd Count Bcnckcndoril has been arrang- 
ed for tomorrow. 


In the absence of Count BenckcndorfT 


the Russian charge cnlled at the foreign 
office this afternoon to express deep re- 
gret at the occurrence. 


The idea that war can arise over tho 


affair is scouted, but it is admitted that 
it will strain Anglo-Russian relations to 
a point where diplomacy on both sides 
will be severely tested. 


TELL Or THE ATTACK. 


The mate of tho trawler Mino, which 


arrived at 
Hull with the Moulmein, 


bringing the news of the firing on the 
fishing boats said todny: "Between two 
and three hundred shots were fired. The 
first vessel in line did most of the firing. 
Hut I think two others also fired several 
ghot-3. Our whole fleet was under search- 
lights, which nearly 
blinded 
us. The 


Russians came within less than a quar- 
ter of a mile from us. Wo could sec 
tiiem plainly. Captain Pekcr of the 
trawler Magpie declared it was impossi- 
ble for the Russians" to mistake the 
trawlers for torpedo boats. He added: 


"The whole affair lasted about twenty 


minutes. Not a quarter of their shots 
could have taken pft'cct. When the fir- 
ing ceased the ships disappeared as 
'quickly as they came up." Every sailor 
knows that this purt of the sea is a fish- 
ing ground and no one could have mis- 
taken our fleet with its special lights us 


• signal." 


RUSSIAN CALLOUSNESS. 


The officials of the admiralty say tha 


captain of the Magpie did not exagger- 
ate the situation in the statement he 
made yesterday. What is puzzling them 
most is that the Russian torpedo boats 
did not 
board 
nor approach 
within 


hailing distance of one o£ tho trawling 


fleet. At the Russian embassy it was 
suggested that the Russian squadron 
steamed away believing that no damage 
had been done, but this with many oth- 
er suggestions finds little credence and 
fails to lessen the irritated amazement 
with which all'the officials here regard 
the affair, which was aggravated later 
by an allegation made by the fishermen 
at the foreign office to the effect that 


the. 
Russians detached a shipping squad- 


ron and that she remained watching the 
trawlers until six o'clock on Saturday 
morning without lowering a boat or ren- 
dering any assistance. , 


DISMAY IN WASHINGTON 


Feared World-Wide Complica- 


tions Might Ensne From 


Rojestvensky's Blunder. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Official news 


of the action of the Russian Baltic fleet 
in firing on British fishing vessels reach- 
ed Washington today in cablegram to 
the state department from the American 
consul at Hull. He recited the facts as 
stated in the press dispatches and added 
that groat excitement prevailed hero. 
' The news was received here with some- 
thing like dismay, for it excited appre- 
hension that the result might be world- 
wide entanglements, unless extraordi- 
nurv tact is shown by both the British 
and Russian government officials in deal- 
ing with the affair. In official 
circles 


hero there is the strongest possible de- 
sire to prevent any extension of the pres- 
ent war in the cast. 


1 Arbitrary and unreasonable1' dcmK.nds 
on the one hand and nn uncompromising 
spirit on the other might, it is'believed, 
backed by an excited press, easily cn- 
volvo the two great European nations in 
hostilities, the result of which would be 
the. cn.ll to Russia to support her ally, 
France, and perhaps develop an English 
alliance so far undiscovered to European 
politicians, but as the unfortunate inci- 
dent was more carefully considered here, 
the impression strengthened that it was 
not one which would defy diplomatic 
treatment, particularly in view of the 
fact that it is the consensus of opinion 
here that the affair was -by no means a 
premeditated attack upon & neutral pow- 
er, but rather a blunder—terrible—but 
not beyond reparation by peaceful meth- 


ods. 


The suggestion that the Russian ships 


were at target practice and that their 
projectiles caused the damage by going 
wide of their mark finds little support 
here, even though the scene of the inci- 
dent wns on the high seas, for no pru- 
••lent navnl commander would undertake 
s\ich dangerous practice in the night, in 
waters so crowded. 


RUSSIA 
TO SEND NOTE 


^emi-Ofiieial Communication is 


Being Prepared Express- 


ing Regret. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24, 6:12 p. m. 


—It was decided during the day to pre- 
pare a semi-official note expressing the 
regret of the Russian government nnd its 
willingness to make full reparation as 
soon as the responsibility is fixed. 


This step, showing the attitude of the 


government, will, it is hoped, mollify 
the British government and public opin- 
ion in Great Britain and pave the way 
for nn honorable diplomatic adjustment. 


OPINION CONCURRED IN 


Justice Winslow Holds State 


Central Committee Author- 


ity Supreme. 


MADISON, Oct. 24.—A third opinion 


came down in the Republican factional 
case in the supreme court today, Judge 
.Winslow filing a long concurring opin- 
ion of twenty-five pages, in effect hold- 
ing the La Follettc ticket regular. Judge 
Winslow holds the party committee in 
thi; state superior to the -national com- 
mittee because recognized and regulated 
ty law, while the national committee is 
merely a "voluntary" body. 


"The right to have the names of nom- 


inees placed on the official ballot," he 
says, "wns limited by the provision re- 
quiring all contests as to right to be set- 
tled by tho state committee of the par- 
ty. The'party and all who claim to be 
its nominees must take the statute as 
given to them. If 
they assert their 


rights under one section of the law they 
must also accept the limitations and con- 
ditions attached to them. 


"I can see no escape from the conclu- 


sion that the decision of the committee 
was final and conclusive."

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24, 2:15 p. m. 


—No official information from Vice Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky, commander of the 
second Pacific squadron, or from other 
Russia:! sources has reached the -author- 
ities here as this dispatch-is written in 
regard ;to the- firing by the .squadron on 
British fishing 'boats early Sunday morn- 
ing in 'flic North Sea^ The authorities 
are dumfoundcd by the press rep'brts of 
the affair and cannot credit the'accounts 
as presented., For this reason" the censor 
today declined to allow the publication 
of the foreign'Accounts of the tiffair. . 


Ambassador' Hardinge, although' mo- 


mentarily expecting instructions 
from 


the British government on the 
subject 


had not received any at noon today. In 
the highest quarters, where the reports 
were circulated, the gravity of the. af- 
fair was fully realized and the incident 
was greatly deplored. That Russia will 
offer apologies and reparation and make 
honorable amends admits of no doubt, 
but with the inflamed state of public 
opinion in Great Britain and coming on 
the heels of the sinking by the -Vladivo- 
stok 
squadron,-of the British steamer' 


Knight Commander and the Red Sea in- 
cidents, it is recognized that the situa- 
tion may become acute unless the cool 
heads among the British statesmen pro- 
ceed'calmly. 


RUSSIAN RED TAPE. 
' ' ' 


Unfortunately in meeting such a situ- 


ation the Russian governmental machin- 
ery is so cumbersome as to render the 
prompt action which such a situation 
seems to demand almost, impossible. 
Everything will depend on the chief Brit- 
ish demands. Here, it is considered, lies 
the principal danger of a possible rup- 
ture. If they go' to the. extent of de- 
manding the punishment of Vice Admir- 
al Rojestvensky -or even the recall of the 
squadron, as some of the British news- 
papers intimate, it is .likely, to create 
a situation here which would make it 
hard if not" impossible to humble pride 
to such an extent. 


INCREDIBLE, SAYS. OFFICIAL. 


"Unfortunately," said a, high place ad- 


miral to the Associated Press, "we have 
not yet received the report of Admiral 
Rojestvensky. upon which we can act. 
The press reports are incredible to me. 
I know Rojestvensky as a careful, pru- 
dent man, and I cannot believe that he 
would order his squadron to fire into a 
fleet of fishing smacks in such cold blood- 
ed fashion as represented by the dis- 
patches. There must be some explana- 
tion of which we are still in ignorance." 


"Did yon have any reason to believe 


that an attempt might' be made to at- 
tack tha squadron?" asked the corres- 
pondent. 


"Yes," replied the official, "we had 


some information which imposed partic- 
ular care upon Rojestvensky." 


"Could it have been the act of a cap- 


tain who perhaps was haunted by fear 
of an attempt upon the squadron, lost 
his head, and gave the order to fire with- 
out authority!" 


"No, I do not think so. Only the ad- 


miral could assume such a responsibility, 
especially as the dispatches represent the 
squadron as sailing in squadron forma- 
tion. We all intensely deplore the inci- 
dent and if ft mistake has been made, us 
appears to be the case, Russia will make, 
every amend possible. You are safe in 
announcing that." 


In diplomatic circles the 
affair 
has 


created a big sensation. Strange to say 
it did not have any effect on the bourse, 
loura closing where they did .on Satur- 
day. 


KILLING DEEPLY DEPLORED. 


5:54 p. m.—At the foreign office the 


sinking of the British fishing vessels was 
deplored. The authorities 
manifested 


the' greatest anxiety and expressed the 
hope that the unfortunate affair will be 
adjusted speedily and amicably, while 
they 
believe that some explanation 


.which will throw a' new light on the af- 
fair will be forthcoming as soon as Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky. can communicate 
with St. Petersburg, the- authorities hero 
being unable to believe that his Bhip§ 


fired upon the fishing boats without 
warning. 


QUICK TO EXPRESS REGRET. 


The press reports are so startling that 


M. Sazonoff, the Russian charge d-af- 
fairs in London, in- the temporary ab- 
sence of Ambassador Bcrkendorit, was 
instructed this afternoon to express to 
the British government the intense re- 
Tct and grief with which .the reports 
had been received and the desire of Rus- 
sia to voluntarily make full reparation 
in the event of the Russian squadron be- 
ing responsible for the unfortunate oc- 
currence involving the loss of human 
life. 


STRENUOUS DAY IN OHIO 


Bryan Makes Eighteen Speeches 


Covering a Distance oft 


430 Miles. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Oct. 24.—The 


itinerary mapped out for Mr. Bryan to- 
day in Ohio, provides for speeches of five 
to thirty minutes duration in eighteen 
towns in Ohio, concluding with a night 
meeting in Hamilton, somewhat of an 
attempt at record breaking in speech 
making, considering the number of ad- 
dresses, the number of miles covered and 
the time consumed. It was at first .in- 
tended to have Mr. Bryan visit the state, 
taking two days' time, but this plan was 
abandoned and a tour of one day "begin- 
ning early and lasting until late in the 
evening was- mapped out 


To save time, 
reception committees 


and introductions were intended to be' 
done away with, and it was planned to 
have Mr.' Bryan make all speeches. in 
Ohio, with one exception, from the rear 
platform of his special car. It was ar- 
ranged for Mr. Bryan to cover the en- 
tire state 
from Wheeling,. Va., and 


Bridgeport, Oliio, northwest to • Massil- 
lon thence directly across the state with- 
in 15 miles of the Indiana line, south 175 
miles and- ending the speech making with 
an address at Hamilton, near Cincinnati. 
The total distance being approximately 
430 miles: 


Following his tour through Ohio, Mr. 


Bryan is ScuMnlcd'agam to visit Indiana 
for several: days' of "speech making, after, 
which he said today, he would go to 
Missouri to make one address and then 
to Nebraska. 


MR. OVERSON'S POSITION 


Not a Candidate ior Ee-election 


as Superintendent of In- 


sane Asylum. 


"I am.not a- candidate for re-election 


as superintendent of the Racine county 
insane asylum, I would not accept it un- 
der any conditions and the board of sup- 
ervisors need have no worry on my ac- 
count," said F; E. Oversen, present sup- 
erintendent, to a representative of the 
Journal On Saturday last. 


Mr. Oversen was a. delegate to the Bur- 


lington convention and during the course 
of conversation relative to the asylum, 
openly stated that he would quit when 
his time was up. He arrived at this con- 
clusion for the reason that his wife is 
sick and cannot longer stand the strain 
incident to the hard work in connection 
with the institution. 


It is not because he believes that ha 


has not dc-no his duty in the post and is 
afraid of not being re-elected that Mr. 
Oversen concluded to leave, for he has 
been vindicated of every charge, and re- 
tires without a blemish against him. 


The annual meeting of the 
county 


board is to be held on November 1C. At 
this meeting some changes in the plans 
of the asylum building will be made. 
Bonds in the sum of perhasp $50,000 will 
be issued. The asylum building commit- 
tee will make a report, but it is not be- 
liev«d that trustees are to be elected, for 
the reason that the contract does not 
call for the completion of the building 
until October 1, 1905.

Pronounced enthusiasm characterized 


the Racine county Kepublican conven- 
tion held at 
Burlington 
on Saturday. 


Without an exception it was the largest 
political gathering of its kind seen in 
this district for years. Not only did the 
interest prevail before and during the 
assembly, but afterward, and continued 
all the way home. On the train wan 
given cheer after cheer. Every success- 
ful nominee was dragged to the coach' 
containing.the majority of delegates and 
held high in the air and a speech was de- 
manded, and thus it went until Racine 
was reached, :in hour behind • time. Up 
the street the delegates inarched and 
yelled. 


While there were a number of contests 


for the various offices it was friendly and 
good uatured. These fights existed for 
the offices 
of sheriff 
and register of 


deeds, while something like a . contest 
sprung up on coroner, but it was weak 
and amounted to nothing. But after the 
convention there .was feeling and numer-; 
ous delegates spoke freely, charging put 
up jobs .oh the shrievalty tussle and 
that the county .delegates wanted the, 
lion's share of the county ticket. This 
feeling was enhanced when the county 
also took the register of deeds, hut the 
sores .will be healed no doubt before the 
election and the whole ticket go in by 
big majorities. 


, GIVEN RENOMINATIONS. 


As was stated in the Journal of Satur- 


day evening, there was no contest for the 
offices of county clerk, clerk of the court, 
county treasurer, district attorney and 
county surveyor. For clerk William 
BelT was nominated without opposition, 
John Hulbert for.clerk of the court, H. 
P. Nelson for treasurer, Elmer Gittins 
for district attorney, and Harold Knight 
for county surveyor. 


E.MMETT ON THE SEVENTH. 


But when it came to the office of sher- 


iff it was different. The candidates were 
John Cheves, Fred Donald, Albert E. Em- 
mett and D. Elmer Roberts. Unexpect- 
ed strength was developed by all except 
Mr. Clievps, who at no time received 
over eight ballots. Fred Donald, for the 
first time in the political arena, made a 
good showing, ns did D. Elmer Roberts, 
Mr. Emmett leading both.in almost all 
ballots. It took seven ballots to "decide 
and it was long after 4 o'clock before a 
selection was made. Efforts were made 
on the floor to combine the Donald and 
Roberts votes for one or the other of the 
candidates, but it was not possible, and 
Mr. Emmett won on the seventh. Below 
are the ballots:

NO INTENTIONAL STUFFING. 


It will be seen that the fourth and 


fifth ballots arc blank. This is because 
there were1 more ballots cast than 
there were delegates in the convention 
and could not be counted. As the chair- 


man, 
John Driver said, some one stuffed 


the ballot box. In order to avoid furth- 
er delay on this account the delegates 
handed their ballots to the chairman aod 
he cast them. The stuffing was on ac- 
count of the- ballots sticking 'together 
and not intentional on the part of any 
delegate. Of course the nomination of 
Mr. Emmett was received with cheers. 


HOYLE UNANIMOUS NOMINEE. 
If was not known, or at any rate did 


not'develop until after dinner, that there, 
was to be any opposition to Jonas Hoyle, 
lor coroner, but the name of Charles 


Jensen, of the Eleventh ward, of Racine, 
was presented. Just why this was done 
is not exactly explained, but understood 
to have •come about through trading of 
delegates who desired the nomination of 
Emmctt for sheriff and Rowlands for 
register of deeds. It did not amount to 
anything dangerous, however, for on the 
first ballot Mr. Hoyle received 110 votes 
and Jensen 56. A motion was made to 
declare Mr. Hoyle the unanimous nomi- 
nee, but as a rule had been adopted by 
the convention that all informal ballots 
should stay informal, it could not be en- 
tertained and a second ballot was taken 
with the same result, Hoyle 110 and Jen- 
sen 50. So Mr. Hoyle was declared the 
unanimous nominee. 


ROWLANDS ON THE SECOND. 


There were four candidates presented 


for register of deeds, viz: R. E. Browne, 
Racine; W. L. Hagman, Raciijc; William 
Hay, Racine; J. E. Rowlands, Mt. Pleas- 
ant. 
The sheriff having gone to 
the 


county it was confidently expected that 
ths register of deeds would be given -to 
the city, but it was a mistake, for Mr. 
Rowlands won out on the second ballot.

He took a 
great deal of pride in keeping tho weap- 
ons in good condition and was in the 
habit of cleaning them frequently. 


The deceased was the author of the 


well known poem, "The Blue and tho 
Grey."

abandon them no more than Germany 
could abandon the annexed provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine. 


Such questions do not concern practi- 


cal politics. They arc of interest only 
to debating societies, and the question of 
home rule for .the Filipinos has only 'a 
theoretical importance. 
Political .con- 


siderations have compelled. Germany, to 
maintain a distinction1 between Alsace- 
Lorraine and the remainder of the em- 
pire. Yet the pepple. of those provinces 
have as high a'conception of their civic 
duties as other inhabitants-of Germany. 
One cannot say'thc same of the Filipinos 
as compared with-the -American people. 
Even Judge Parker would not argue that 
the general-levels of intelligence and' ed- 
ucation or the standards 
of industry 


and enterprise are as high in the Philip- 
pine islands as they are in the United 
States. It would be more practical, 
therefore, and more beneficial for the 
people concerned to demand good Amer- 
ican government for tho Filipinos than 
to indulge in oratory about their theo- 
retical right to autonomy and independ- 
ence.

AN ABSTRACTION.
